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Soviet Reply

MOSCOW, Sept. 25—Japanese 
Ambassador Shunichi Matsu- 
moto said today he would like 
to reach a conclusion on pros- 
pects for resumption of the stale- 
mated peace talks by the end 
of the month. He hoped to turn 
in a report to the Japanese Gov- 

ernment about that time. 


Matsumoto made 
ment at a press conference at 
Sovietskaya Hotel after arriving 
here by air from Japan via 
Copenhagen at 12:30 a.m. today. 
He has been entrusted with the 
mission of sounding out Russia’s 
position on the territorial issue 
in relation to Japan’s hope of 
making an Adenauer-type peace 
treaty. 


The Japanese Ambassador who 
was Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shigemitsu’s assistant at the 
past unsuccessful peace talks in 
Moscow was accompanied by 
three Foreign Office members, 
including Michitoshi Takahashi, 
vice-chief of the Treaties Bu- 
reau. 


Matsumoto said he wanted to 
carry out his talks with Soviet 
officials purely from a diploma- 
tic standpoint. 


He said he did not want to be 
too hasty but thought conclu- 
sion on the peace negotiations 
would have to be reached before 
Oct. 25 in view of the current 
political situation in Japan. 


He failed to make a prediction 
on whether Prime Minister 
Ichiro Hatovama’s visit to Mos- 
cow would be realized. 

He thought the failure in con- 
cluding a peace treaty with the 
Soviet Union could be attributed 
to the hurried action on the part 
of Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shigemitsu at the suspended 
negotiations last month, 


If Shigemitsu had taken more 
time, the negotiations would 
have been concluded on the 
basis of the “Adenauer formula,” 
Matsumoto said. 

He said he intended to make 
a courtesy call on the So- 
viet Foreign Office this noon. 
He is expected to meet Foreign 
Vice-Minister N. T. Fedrenko 
during the visit. 


Foreign Minister Dmitri She-, 
pilov, Ambassador to Britain 
Jacob Malik and other leading 
Soviet Foreign Ministry officials 
are away from Moscow on vaca- 
tion. 


No information has been re- 
ceived by the Japanese delega- 
tion from the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry as to when the officials 
would return to the capital. 


No Diet Member 
Going With Premier 


Leaders of the _ Liberal- 
Democratic Party agreed yes- 
terday that no Dietman should 
accompany Prime Minister 
Hatoyama to Moscow other 
than the official delegates to 
the peace conference and Hato- 
yama’s secretary Shoichi Yama- 
moto. 


Plans for sending a Diet- 
men’s delegation along with 
Hatoyama were once mulled 
by the Liberal-Democratic Par- 


ty and supported with 
enthusiasm by the _ Socialist 
Party. 


The Government party decid- 
ed against the project for two 
major reasons: . 


1. The possibility that should 
the talks be successfully con- 
cluded, the Socialists may try 
to impress the public that the 
credit was theirs; 


2. The suspicion that the So- 
cialists may cooperate with the 
Government party only until 
the conclusion of the peace 
talks and then concentrate on 
overthrowing Hatoyama.

Lord Selkirk Stresses 
Japan-U.K. Similarities 


The Earl of Selkirk, Chancel- 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
the British Cabinet, who arrived 
in Tokyo Monday night on a 11- 
day goodwill mission, said last 
night at a diffnmer party given 
by the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs at the Imperial Hotel that 
he was deeply honored at being 
the first English Cabinet Minis- 
ter to be guest. of the Japanese 
Government since the end of 
World War IL. 


The British statesman, who 
yesterday morning. delivered 
greetings from Prime Minister 
Eden to Prime Minister Hato- 
yama, said London had been for- 
tunate in having had visits from 
several Japanese Ministers, in- 
cluding Foreign Minister Shige- 
mitsu and former Prime Minis- 
ter Shigeru Yoshida. “I hope 
that such visits on both sides 


will continue,” he added. 


In his speech the Earl com- 


pared the similarities between 
Japan and England. He said: 
“This similarity extends to an 
interesting variety of aspects of 
our lives. For instance, we 
both imposed compulsory edu- 
cation in successive years and 
I believe today the literacy in 
our two islands is among the 
highest in the world, 

The Earl emphasized that the 
most important similarity be- 
tween the two countries was in 
their general economic struc- 
ture. Especially, he said, in the 
density of population and the 
need to import both raw mate- 
rials and food to keep the peo- 
ple alive, This means, he said, 
“that we are both dependent on 
the general conditions of the 
world which enable internation- 
al trade to be conducted on a 
high level and it is in this that 
we should have a common ap-

For Easing 
Of COCOM 


Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, in a report to yes- 
terday’s Cabinet meeting, said 
the Government was exerting 
efforts toward the gradual eas- 
ing of restrictions on trade 
with Communist China, and 
that the efforts are beginning 
to bear fruit. 

Shigemitsu said that as a re- 
sult of negotiations with coun- 
tries concerned on the relaxa- 
tion within international agree- 
‘ments of restrictions on export 
items to Communist China, 
prospects have become en- 
couraging of exporting some of 
the restricted items under the 
special approval system, es- 
pecially under post facto ap- 
proval by COCOM, 

Shigemitsu. added, however, 
it was not yet known to what 
extent such export will be 
permitted. 

Shigemitsu said the Japanese 
Government hopes to promote 
export of restricted items in 
competition with West Euro- 
ean ‘countries which are tak- 
ing advantage of the special 
approval system to make _ in- 
roads into the Communist Chi- 
nese market, 

International Trade and In- 
dustry Minister Tanzan _ Ishi- 
bashi told a press conference 
following the Cabinet meeting 
that harsh public opinion on 
Communist China prevails in 
the U.S, with the forthcoming 
presidential election. 

Therefore, . Ishibashi added, 
there is little hope for tota! 
removal of restrictions on ex- 
ports to Red China but he ex- 


pected gradual relaxation. 


U.S. Won’t Discuss Trade 
Until Mao Frees POW’s 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (INS) 

—The United States said yester- 
day it will never discuss relaxa- 
tion of its trade restrictions 
against Red China so long as 
it holds Americans prisoner and 
refuses to renounce the use of 
force. 
_ The State Department’s ans- 
wer to a Chinese Communist 
Statement made Friday was 
contained in a formal decalara- 
tion which accused the Peiping 
regime of continuing to hold 10 
US. citizens as “political hos- 
tages.” 

The Red Chinese issued a 
Statement at Geneva on Friday 
Saying they had proposed that 
the 13-month-long discussions 
between Ambassador Wang 
Ping-nan and U.S, Ambassador 
U. Alexis Johnson be switched 
to the question of trade restric- 

ns. 
. The Reds said the U.S. had, 


“in effect, refused” and yester- 
day U.S. statement explained 
why. 

The State Department said: 
U.S. is not prepared to enter 
into a discussion of trade res- 
trictions with the Chinese Com- 
munists at a time when they 
continue to refuse to renounce 
the use of force in the Taiwan 
area and continue to hold im- 
prisoned American citizens as 
political hostages despite their 
pledge in the agreed announce- 
ment of Sept. 10, 1955 to permit 
these prisoners expeditiously to 
exercise their right to return.” 

He expressed optimism that 
the disputes will be settled 
without resort to “other 
means,” however. Several thou- 
sand Chinese troops have re- 
portedly entered territory in the 
Wa states and set up commu- 
nication lines and military posts 
inside territory Burma claims, 


Japan Trying |Gov’t Decides 


Sterling 
Trade Policy 


The Government yesterday de- 
cided on its policy of negotia- 
ting with Britain in the forth- 
coming trade talks scheduled to 
open in London Oct. 1 with the 
aim of expanding trade with 
the sterling area by accelerat- 
ing trade liberslization as far 
as possible, 

The decision was reached 
after a conference of high-rank- 
ing Officials of the Ministries 
concerned Monday and Tuesday 
at the Foreign Office, 

The conference was attended 
by Director Morio Yukawa of 
the Foreign Office Economic Af- 
fairs Bureau, Director Tadashi 
Ishida of the Finahce Ministry, 
Foreign Exchange Bureau, 
Director Taiichiro Matsuo of the 
International Bureau, Ministry 
of International Trade and In- 
dustry, and Osamu Itagaki, For- 
eign Office Councillor and head 
of the Japanese delegation to 
the trade talks. 

Since the Japanese trade with 
the sterling area for the past 
year has resulted in a consider- 
able excess of imports over ex- 
ports, ‘the Government will 
press Britain for increasing im- 
ports from Japan, 

To achieve this aim and ex- 
pand Japan’s export to the ster- 
ling area, Japan will strongly 
demand that the United King- 
dom, her colonies in East and 
West Africa and other countries 
of the sterling area lift discri- 
minatory restrictions imposed 
upon imports from Japan, 


Sohyo to Hold 3-Day Meet

About 25 extreme rightists 
of the “Great Japan Patriotic 
Party” headed by Bin Akao 
staged & sit-down strike at 
Prime Minister Hatoyama’s 
residence at Otowa from 6:30 
p.m. yesterday. The rightists 
protested against the Russo- 


Japanese peace talks and 
urged the immediate retire- 
ment of Hatoyama. The 


Otsuka Police Station dis- 
patched about 20 policemen 
to Hatoyama’s residence to 
guard the Prime Minister, 
The rightists declared they 
will not withdraw until Ha- 
toyama meets them, 


173 Tories 
Form Group 
In Opposition 
To Hatoyama 


The ruling  Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party split wide open 
yesterday over whether or not 
Prime Minister Hatoyama 
should go to Moscow. 


Members opposed to the trip 
formed a group of their own 
and pledged to fight it out 
with the Kono clique bent on 
sending the Prime Minister off 
to the Kremlin. 

A total of 173 Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Dietmen—1i22 from the 
House of Representatives and 51 
from the House of Councillors— 
had signed up for the group by 
yesterday, 

Liberal-Democratic Party mem- 
bers in the Diet total 423—298 
in the Lower House and 125 in 
the Upper House. 

The inaugural meeting of the 
new group held at the. First 
Lower House Dietmen’s Hall 
yesterday afternoon was attend- 
ed by some 60 of these party 
members. 

These Dietmen, after choosing 
55 standing caretakers, passed 
a resolution calling for resump- 
tion of the Japan-Soviet peace 
talks along the lines of the new 
party policy which, adopted by 
by the Executive Board some 
time ago, was aimed mainly at 
the immediate return of Habo- 
mai and Shikotan islands, 

Originally, the council was to 
be an outgrowth of the heated 
controversy within the Liberal- 
Democratic ranks over whether 
or not Hatoyama should go to 
Moscow. 

But it ended up with former 
Progressive Party members who 
are backing up Hatoyama’s trip 
also joining,in. 

All of the members are agreed 
on one point: that Hato- 
yama should step down, and 
that at an early date. Factions 
within the council were still 
miles apart, however, when it 
came to the choice of a succes- 
sor for Hatoyama. 

Former Prime Minister Shi- 
geru Yoshida and his followers 
spearheaded the schism_over re- 
peated pleas of the party leader- 
ship. : 

Officially called the Council 
for Deliberating the Current 
Political Situation, the heter- 
ogenous body comprised follow- 
ers of Executive Board Chair- 
man Mitsujiro Ishii, a segment 
of Secretary-General Nobusuke 
Kishi’s faction, the greater part 
of the former members of the 
Progressive Party and Council- 
lors who do not approve of 
Prime Minister’s proposed trip 
to Moscow,

He said Japan would follow 
U.N, discussions on the vital 
waterway closely for future re- 
ference jn determining its stand. 

The Foreign Minister also de 
clared his support to the view 
expressed by Indonesian Pre- 
mier Ali Sastroamidjojo in a 
message to Prime Minister Ha- 
toyama through the Consul- 
General of Indonesia Iskandar 
Ishak, on the Suez situation, 


The Sastroamidjojo message 
called for a peaceful settlement 
of the Suez dispute in 
accordance with a _ resolution 
adopted by the Bandung Con- 
ference last year which rules 
out the use of force in solving 
international friction. 

Indonesian Consul Genera! 
Iskandar Ishak delivered the 
message to Hatoyama Monday.

LONDON, Sept. 25 (Kyodo- 
UP) — India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru arrived in Saudi Arabia 
yesterday and said he came as 
“a pilgrim of peace,” the Indian 
information service reported to- 
day. 

Nehru received an_ over: 
whelming welcome from thou- 
sands of Saudi Arabians and In- 
dians in the desert kingdom 
when his special Indian Air 
Force plane touched down at 
the oil center of Dhahran and 
later in Riyadh, the inland cap- 


ital, the service said. 


$2,341 Million Budget | 
Covering Imports OK'd 


The Government yesterday 
approved a $2,341 million for- 
eign currency budget for the 
latter half of the current fiscal 
year from Oct. 1 to March 31, 
1957, 


The budget includes $1,915 
million for import of goods and 
$426 million for settlement of 
invisible import trade. 


The budget for import of 
goods is 8 per cent above 
the budget for the first half 
year, and the total budget for 
import of goods for the current 
fiscal year is the largest in post- 
war years. 


As the new budget is com- 
piled with a view to importing 
ample supplies of iron and 
steel, non-ferrous metals and 
other ‘industrial raw materials, 
it is expected to boost the fiscal 
1956 imports to $2,840 million, 
an increase of $660 million or 
30 per cent over the previous 
year’s budget. 

Japan’s international account 
at the end of fiscal 1956 will 
show about $110 million in the 
red, despite an estimated mark- 
ed increase in exports. 

Observers noted particular at- 
tention was paid in the compila- 
tion of the budget to controlling 
prices on the domestic market. 

They said the budget will re- 
sult in the lowering of prices of 
yarious raw materials, such as 


sugar, raw cotton and. potas- 
sium salt. | 

They added that $60 million 
to $100 million out of the $210 
million reserves will be used to 
buy foreign goods. 

Other outstanding ‘points in 
the new budget are: 

1. Enforcement of the “glo- 
bal” system on 80 per cent of 
the budget, enabling this coun- 
try to buy goods from any coun- 
try. Formerly, application of 
the system was limited to 60 
per cent. 

2. Control on imports from 
countries restricting Japan's ex- 
ports, such as Australia and 
France. 

4. The budget for‘the import 
of automatic approval items is 
increased by $50,000,000 to 
$390,000,000, and new items 
such as Goa iron ore, molybde- 
num ore and oranges, are added 
to the automatic approval list. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try estimated Japan’s interna- 
tional receipts and payments 
this fiscal vear will reach $3,- 
250 million and $3,360 million, 
respectively, the former includ- 
ing $2,460 million from exports, 
$550 million from special pro- 
curements by U.S. Security 
Forces and $240 million from in- 
visible export trade, and the lat- 
ter $2,840 million for imports

If U.N. Fails in Suez 


CANBERRA; Sept. 25 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Robert Menzies 
said today the use of force is 
one of four choices that will 
confront the British Common- 
wealth if a vetO prevents the 


United Nations from taking 
positive action in the Suez 
crisis. 


Menzies told the House of 
Representatives he was as- 
tonished to find people “who re- 
ject force out of hand” and 
charged the Soviet Union with 
seeking to “stir up and foment 
trouble” for the Western demo- 
cracies in the Middle East. 


“It is significant that at the 
first London conference, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Dmitri Shepi- 
lov openly declared the argu- 
ment for Egypt in terms which 
I was later to hear word for 
word from President Nasser 
himself in Cairo,” he said. 


The Prime Minister, making 
his first report to the Australian 


people since returning from 
leading the 18-nation commit- 
tee to Cairo, listed these four 
alternatives for the _ British 
Commonwealth if positive U.N. 
backing is withheld: 

1. To organize “a full blood- 
ed program” of economic sanc- 
tions against Egypt. 2, To use 
force to restore international 
control of the canal. 3. To hold 
further negotiations “provided 
we do not abandon vital prin- 
ciples.” 4. To “call it a day,” 
leave Egypt in command of the 
canal and resign ourselves to 
the total collapse of our posi- 
tion and interests in the Middle 
East with all its implications 
for the strength and industrial 
well being is vital to ours.” 

Menzies said it was “an as- 
tonishing experience to find 
that some who rejected the use 
of both force and economic ac- 
tion were “prepared to accept 
a new tyranny with regret per- 
haps but without resistance.”

RANGOON, Sept. 25 (Kyodo-

hotheadedly,” he said. “We

It was the gravest yet official 
reference to the festering dis- 
pute with Red China over two 
border areas. It follows Chi- 
nese “invasions” of disputed 
territory which until now have 
been loosely administered by 
Burma.

N.Y., Sept. 25 (INS)— 
Egypt, backed by Russia, 
opened in the U.N. today 
a vigtual indictment. of 
Britain and France on 
charges of endangering 


peace in the Suez. 


Egyptian U.N. delegate Omar 
Loutfi. acting on instructions 
from Cairo, formally asked for 
an urgent meeting of the Secur- 
ity Council to consider alleged . 
British-French provocations in 
the Suez crisis. 


Loutfi indicated he -would 
blast the Anglo-French military 
buildup on Cyprus and Western 
plans for a canal user’s associa- 
tion which, the Arabs charge, 
threaten peace. 


Britain and France 
have brought charges against 
Egvpt before the U:N. of. uni- 
lateral abrogation of the 1888 
Suez Canal Convention. 


The U.S. faced with conflict- 
ing problems of diplomatic rela- 
tions in Arab lands and basic 
ties with Britain and France, re- 
mained a reluctant supporter of 
the Anglo-French indictment of 
Egypt as a violator of U.N. 
Charter principles in nationaliz- 
ing the Suez. 


The rival complaints wilt be 
taken up by the Security Coun- 
cil tomorrow, with debate most 
likely lasting several weeks and 
marked by bitter East-West 
clashes reminiscent of the Ko- 
rean War days. 


Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles will attend the key 
sessions to direct U.S. policy 
personally and keep it adjusted 
to rapid-fire developments anti- 
Cipated in the Council. 


The rush by both -djsputing 
sides into U.N. stemmed from 
failure of two London confer- 
ences to find a basis for negotia- 
tion with Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser to cancel 
nationalization of the Suez. 


It will be Dulles’ task to steal 
the initiative and leadership in 
the Council from the Russians, 
who are currving Arab favor 
by championing Egypt's cause. 


One possibility Is that Dulles 
will propose that the Council 
designate U.N. Secretary-Gener- 
al Dag Hammarskjold and an 
advisory committee to take 
over behind-the-scenes negotia- 
tions with both sides, 

Tomorrow's Council meeting 
will be mainly procedural, to 
decide on the exact nature of 
the agenda and the status of 
the rival canal items presented 
by Britain and France and by 
Egypt. 

The group will begin discus- 
sions on the actual dispute itself 
next week when Dulles, British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd, 
French Foreign Minister Christi- 
an Pineau and possibly Soviet 
Foreign Minister Dmitri- Shepi- 
lov will be present. 

The U.S. is anxious to hold 
off debate until after Oct. Il, 
when the canal users’ “associa- 
tion is expected to he in opera- 
tion. | 

The Council, presided over by 
Cuban Ambassador Emilio 
Nunez-Portuondo, will be faced 
with the following agenda items 
submitted& by: 

1. Brittin and France; “Situa- 
tion created by the unilateral 
action of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in bringing to an end the 
system of international opera- 
tion of the Suez Canal, which 
was confirmed and completed 
by the Suez Canal Convention 
of 1888.” 

2. Egypt: “Actions against 
Egypt by some Powers, parti- 
cularly France and the United 
Kingdom, which constitute a 
danger to international peare 
and security and are serious 
violations of the Charter.of the 
United Nations.”

Sultan of Morocco Appeals 
For Peace, Algerian Freedom 


OUJDA, Morocco, Sept. 25 
(AFP)—The Sultan of Morocco, 
Mohammed V, today appealed 
for a peaceful solution of the 
Algerian conflict which would 
give Algeria “freedom” and at 
the same time guarantee French 
interests in the country. He 
made this appeal in a speech at 
Oujda, near the Moroccan-Al- 
gerian frontier. : 

At Oujda, he said that “the re- 
turn of peace to Algeria” re- 
mained of major concern to 
Morocco. It was a question of 
Morocco’s security, of the stabil- 


ity of the whole of North Africa, 
and of the future of the friend- 
ly relations which the three 
countries of North Africa— 
Tunisia, Morocco and Algeria~- 
sincerely desired to maintain 
with France, the Sultan said. 

He expressed his conviction 
that the French people, who 
had “given proof of their un- 
derstanding and liberalism with 
regard to Tunisian and Moroc- 
can problems” would tackle the 
Algerian problem with “the 
game understanding and the 
same realism.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP)

Poll Favors Stevenson 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP)— 
The New York Times said yes- 
terday President Eisenhower 
seems to have lost strength in 
the farm belt, 


In a _ dispatch from Des 
Moines, Iowa, the newspaper 
said it took a sampling poll 
among crowds gathered at the 
national plowing contest at 
Newton, Iowa, when  Eisen- 
hower spoke last Friday and 
Adjat E. Stevenson the next 
day, 

The Times said the poll show- 
ed: 

(1) That 10.6 per cent of 
those who said they voted for 
Eisenhower in 1952 now say 
they will shift to Stevenson next 
November; (2) that 13.4 per cent 
who said they voted for Eisen- 
hower four years ago now say 
they are undecided. 

A team of six Times corres- 
pondents who took the poll 
found no farmer who said he 
was for Stevenson four years 
ago and for Eisenhower this 
time. They found a “handful” 
of pro-Stevenson voters of four 
years ago who said they still 
were undecided. 

The Times said the main rea- 
sons given for the loss of 
Eisenhower strength were 
lowermsarm prices and resent- 
ment against his retention of 
Ezra Taft Benson as Secretary 
of Agriculture.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (INS)

dependence upon Soviet trade 
programs. 

Millikan said Soviet economic 
programs seem to have been de- 
signed to exploit the major 
weaknesses in U.S. foreign aid. 

Thus, in countries “where we 
had tried to tie our aid to an 
unwanted military alliance they 
stressed their program had no 
connection with military agree- 
ment.” 

To countries unable to get 
Western arms, they offered 
arms. To countries with agri- 
cultural surpluses, they offered 
long-term purchase agreements, 

In addition to these programs 
Millikan said the Soviets have 
been extending credit to under- 
developed countries at “about 
one-half the World Bank inter- 
est rate.” In three years these 
credits have reached a total of 
more than $1,000,000,000. 


Stevenson Lauds 
Court’s Ruling

Tells of Progress 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—The president of the World 
Bank reported yesterday that 
during the past year “more 
people enjoyed more real 
wealth than at any previous 
time in our jistory.” 

The statement came from 
Eugene R. Black, in his 11th 
annual report to the board of 
governors of 60 member nations 
of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment. The board is holding its 
annual meeting here. 


Black listed these improve- 
ments in general economic con- 
ditions over the past decade: 


World industrial production is 
now double the prewar peak. 


World trade is 50 per cent 
above the highest prewar level. 


Food production is one-third 
higher than before World War 
II 


Black said, however, signs of 
economic strain appeared in 
some industrial countries during 
the first half of this year, and 
that industrial production climb- 
ed less rapidly than in the last 
half of 1955, 

During the fiscal year ended 
June 30, Black said, the World 
Bank loaned the equivalent of 
$396 million in 26 separate loans 
to 20 countries and territories. 
Six countries—Algeria, Burma, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras and 
Lebanon—received their first 
loans, 

Black said a notable feature 
of operations during the year 
was the increased number of 
loans to Asian countries. <A 
total of 166 million dollars was 
invested in that region.

Improvement 


Of Nutrition 
‘Not So Easy’ 


Welfare Minister Eizo Koba- 
yashi warned delegates and ob- 
servers to the fourth FAO-WHO 
Meeting on Nutrition which 
opened in Tokyo yesterday at 
the Sankei Kaikan Hall that the 
improvement of the nutrition of 
the people was not an easy task 
but one which could only be 
solved with patience, energy 
and wisdom. 

He pointed out that Japan has 
been actively engaged in this 
field for over 20 years and out- 
lined the legislative steps which 
have been taken to implement 
the program, In concluding, 
the Minister expressed confi- 
dence that the knowledge and 
experience of the delegates 
would lead to great advance- 
ment in the field of nutrition 
for the people of Asia. 


Ichiro Kono, in a message of 
greeting, emphasized that the 
current meeting was of partic- 
ular significance to Japan as it 
came at a time when Japan had 
launched upon a new program 
of raising her national nutri- 
tional level by establishing a 
food consumption plan together 
with an agricultural production 
program as an integral part of 
the Five Year Plan for Econo- 
mic Self-Sufficiency. 

Dr. W. R. Ayknoyd, Director 
of the Nutrition Division of 
FAO, speaking on behalf of that 
Organization, outlined the sub- 
jects to be discussed at the 
meeting and laid particular 
stress on the problem of beri- 
beri. 

Speaking for WHO, Dr. R. C., 
Burgess, chief of that Organiza- 
tion’s Nutrition Section, point- 
ed out that in some countries 
populations are increasing at a 
rate of as much as three per 
cent per year. This, he pointed 
out, raised many questions but 
one of the most important is 
the problem of feeding these 
increasing populations properly.

YOKOHAMA, Sept. 25 (Kyo- 
do)—The Kanagawa prefectural 
police yesterday disclosed that 
they had uncovered the stealing 
and fencing of a large amount 
of U.S. Army supplies follow- 
ing the recent arrest of the six 
Japanese. , 

According to police, the thefts 
Were committed between March 
and September, 1954 at a depot 
of the U.S. Army Signal Supply 
Center in Yokohama by the six 
Japanese and four U.S. soldiers, 
then in charge of the depot. The 
stolen supplies were estimated 
to be worth some ¥3 million in 
value, 

All of the four American sol- 
diers are now back in the United 
States, said the police. 

Of the six Japanese appre- 


hended three were formerly in 


the service of the depot. One 
of them was identified as Toji 
Ueda, 26, of Yokohama. Three 
others were Takeshi Shoji, 30, 


president of the Hikari Radio 
Company of Tokyo, Mitsuo Iida, 
24, an employe of the same firm, 
and Kazuyoshi Watanabe, 26, 
Tokyo broker, 

The stolen goods included 
6,000 vacuum tubes for tele- 
photo and radio sets and one 
movie projector. 

On more than 10 occasions, 
the goods were taken out aboard 
U.S. Army trucks Dy the three 
former Japanese employes of 
the depot allegedly. with the aid 
of the four soldiers. 

The goods were bought by the 
three other Japanese for a total 
of ¥1,500,000 and resold to elec- 
trical shops in Tokyo, Kyoto 
and Osaka, according to police. 

The U.S. soldiers were said to 
have stolen such goods in co- 
operation with other Japanese 
workers also. The Kanaghwa 
police said they will ask the U.S.

New Zealand's climate 
is somewhat more moderate than 
that of Japan and this fact is 
the principal asset of the coun- 
try. 

Mountainous Land 

There is very: little mineral 
wealth of any kind, and the soil 
is not rich as it is in the rice 
piains of Japan. More than 
three-quarters of the country is 
hilly or mountainous, 650 feet to 
12,000 feet above sea level. 
There are 223 named mountain 
peaks above the height of 7,- 
200 feet, 

Of the 66 million acres of to- 
tal area somewhat less than one 
million acres are in crops and 
orchards and New Zealand has 
to import about half of her re- 
quirements of wheat. Nearly 
16 million acres are in forest} 
and 16 million acres in pasture

Diplomatic Status Raised 

Mr. Holland’s visit was imme- 
diately followed by the raising 
of the status of the diplomatic 
missions of Japan and New Zea- 
land in Wellington and Tokyo. 
When in London at the Confer- 
ence of Prime Ministers of the 
British Commonwealth, Mr. Hol- 
land took the opportunity of 
pressing for full support of 
Japan’s application for member- 
ship of the United Nations, and 
New Zealand sincerely hopes 
that this application will be 
successful at the meeting of the 
General Assembly in November.

High Standard ‘ 


The high standard of wages 
in industry and farming and the 
benefits available under social 
security ensure an adequate 
standard of living for every in- 
dividual in the country. Both 
Mr. Kawasaki, former Minister 
of Welfare, and Mr. Takeo Miki, 
who visited New Zealand in re- 
cent years, were particularly in- 
terested in this side of New 
Zealand life. 

It is quite certain that New 
Zealand and Japan have much 
to offer one another in the field 
of peaceful progress. The cul- 
tural contrast between the two 
countries is sufficiently marked 
to be immensely stimulating yet 
(the average level of education 
being high both in Japan and 
in New Zealand) not so great 
that there need be any barrier 
to understanding. 


As countries of the Pacific our 
points of contact are steadily 
increasing and our common 
adherence to the same democrat- 
ic ideal enables us to find a 
meeting ground where the ex- 
change of opinion and experi- 
ence can be mutually beneficial. 


Of the many facets of the wel. 
fare state—New Zealand is a 
country with some pre-eminent 
status as such—none is linked 
more Closely with the lives of 
the people than the social secur. 
ity system, When the country’s 
traditions in welfare legislation 
are borne in mind this is not 
surprising. 

New Zealand was among the 
first countries to introduce pro-. 
gressive social legislation. This 
early pré-eminence was lost unti| 
the social legislation of the 
1930's. The Social Security Act, 
1938, was placed on the statute 
book and the basis of the pres- 
ent social security system laid. 

In New Zealand, social secur- 
ity means tat today eyery 
citizen and his dependents are 
safeguarded from the fear of 
want in old age, invalidity, 
widowhood, unemployment or 
sickness; apart altogether from 
a person’s circumstances or 
needs, there are maternity, fami- 
ly and a wide range of health 
benefits. 

Deducted From Pay 


Take the case of a hypothe. 
tical Smith family in New Zea- 
land. 

Before marriage, Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith had encountered social 
security on reaching the age of 
16, or as soon after that as they 
began to earn wages. On pay 
days their employers automa- 
tically deducted 7% per cent of 
their wages, or 1/6 in the &, as 
social security contribution. 
This deduction is made on all 
earnings of New Zealanders 
through life. Not only wages 
and salaries, but all forms of 
income, are subject to this. 

With these contributions the 


social security system is financ-

land. This pasture is the basis 
of New Zealand’s wealth. 

In order to make up for the 
lack of quality in the soil, a 
New Zealand farmer has to 
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bring to his farm the utmost 
resources of science. In fact 
farming in New Zealand re- 
quires a college education. The 
efficient farmer needs to be a 
scientist, an engineer and a 
businessman. He has to supply 
to his land the elements that na- 
ture omitted—one million tons 
of phosphates and also the trace 
elements of cobalt, molybdenum, 
copper and so on. 

| Farms Mechanized 

In order to compete in the 
world market he has to mechan- 
ize, and the New Zealand farmer 
uses more tractor power per 
thousand. acres than any other 
farmer in the world. He milks 
his cows and shears his sheep 
by electricity. He spreads his 
grass seed and fertilizer over the 
hills by airplane. ~ 

His products are sold in a 
world market which is highly 
competitive, and he is 10,000 
miles further away from that 
market than his competitors. 
Quality must be high and costs 
must be kept down. In spite 
of that, farming is prosperous, 
and the high standard of living 
of the country is largely based 
on that prosperity. 

This special experience and 
success of New Zealand in de- 
veloping pasture land led the 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of United Nations to sug- 
gest to the Japanese Govern- 
ment that it might study the 
system of New Zealand farming 
for application in Japan. During 
his recent visit to this country, 
the Prime Minister of New Zea- 
land arranged for the Deputy 
Director-General of Agriculture, 
R. B. Tennent, to visit this 
country and to advise the of- 
ficlals of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and the farmers’ organ- 
izations on the development of 
grassland and animal  hus- 
bandry. 

Japan Like N.Z. 

Mr. Tennent has found that 
much of your hilly country, par- 
ticularly in Hokkaido, is very 
similar to that in New Zealand 
on which we are producing high- 
quality meat and dairy produce, 
an@ he has recommended the in- 
troduction of some of the farm- 
ing practices of New Zealand on 
land which is at present largely 
unproductive. 

The visit of Mr. Holland, the 
Prime Minister, four months 
ago, has greatly stimulated the

ernment’s consolidated fund 
supplying the balance of money 
required. 


As occasion arose, the Smiths, 
in’their own right, could apply 
for benefits from the fund. 
Maternity benefits were avail- 
able when their family began 
to arrive. This covered advice 
and treatment by doctors be- 
fore and after the birth, and 
the services of doctors and 
nurses at confinements' in 
maternity hospitals and else- 
where. About 95 per cent of 
mothers now have their babies 
in hospitals. 

Family Benefit 

From birth until the child 
is 16 (or 18 if continuing at 
school) a family benefit of 10/- 
for each child is paid, usually 
to the mother. 

Should Mr. Smith, through ill- 
ness or accident, suffer tempor- 
ary loss of salary or wages, a 
weekly benefit is paid, with an 
equal amount in the case of a 
dependent wife. New Zealand- 
ers receive free treatment in 
public hospitals, with payment 
of fees from the Social Secur- 
ity Fund removing the worry 
of bills incurred through illness. 
Outpatient treatment at public 
hospitals is also free. 

Other health benefits cover 
quite a range, including such 
items as radiological, laboratory 
and physiotherapy services, the 
supply of artificial aids (such as 
contact lenses and hearing aids), 
a free district nursing service 
and domestic assistance bene- 
fits. 

Should Mr. Smith become 
totally blind or incapacitated 
and unable to support himself, 
he would receive an invalidity 
benefit. If he worked as a 
miner, and became permanently 
unfit through any occupational 
disease contracted while work- 
ing in New Zealand mines, he 
— receive a miner's bene- 

t. 

Disabled Pensioned 

If disabled while in his coun- 
try’s armed forces during a war, 
he would receive a pension as- 
sessed according to the degree 
of disability, There are a num- 
ber of special considerations 
covering disabilities caused by 
war, and ex-servicemen and ex- 
servicewomen who, apart from 
injuries, are aging prematurely 
or becoming unfit for permanent 
employment, may receive a war 
veterans’ allowance. (War pen- 
sions are handled by the War 
Pensions Division of the Social 
Security Department). 

Mr. Smith could well go 
through life without meeting 
any of these misfortunes but it 
is nevertheless likely that at 
some time or other he, his wife 
or family would have to seek 
medical advice or undergo medi- 
cal treatment. Doctors receive 
a fee from social security for 
every consultation but may 
charge above this and receive 
the difference from the patient. 
Most drugs and medicines on 
doctors’ prescriptions are also 
free, Free dental treatment is 
available for children up to 16. 

Life Prolonged 

Such facilities will help the 
Smiths, or any New Zealand 
family, to live to a ripe old age. 
The expectancy of life in New 
Zealand is in fact among the 
highest such rates in the world. 
When working days are ended 
social security is again available 
to provide an age benefit for 
those 60 and over who have 
been 10 years or more in the 
country. They may supplement 
this benefit with d small amount

of income from other sources. 

Alternatively there is the uni- 
versal superannuation benefit, 
payable without means test to 
all over 65 who comply with the 
residence qualification (the same 
as for age benefits). It is being 
increased each year until it is 
equivalent to the age benefit, 
which it will gubstantially re- 
place. Universal superannua- 
tion was a notable step in that 
it represented an entirely new 
development when included un- 
der social security. 

Such a range of social secu- 
rity assistance, the main items 
of which are outlined above, is 
not provided without great ex- 
penditure, especially with one 
quarter or more of the popula- 
tion as direct beneficiaries each 
year. Excluding health benefits, 
social security cash benefits 
(such as age, Widows, invalids 
and miners) and war pensions 
cost £64,288,000 last year. This 
was 19,1 per cent of all Gov- 
ernment expenditure in that 
year, and 7.6 per cent of the 
total national income. 

The health benefits (mater- 
nity, medical, hospital, pharma- 
ceutical and supplementary) 
cost! a further £15,547,000, an 
expenditure of £7.35 a head of 
the population. 


Further Improvement 
There were, in 1955-56, 588,533 
benefits in force for social secu- 
rity cash benefits and war pen- 
sions out of a total population 
of a little more than 2,000,000. 
Most were family and age bene- 
fits. 

The welfare state involves 
continuing high direct and in- 
direct taxation. But although 
demands on social security have 
increased greatly since 1938, 
there has in recent years been 
a very evident stabilizing of 
these demands. Over the last 
eight vears the number of cash 
benefits paid has increased by

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Japan and Korea 
Japan today is in a strange, sad situation. It is at- 
tempting to establish diplomatic relations with two coun- 
tries, one which gave the Japanese people the bitterest 
memories in their history and the other a country which 


was for many years a part of Japan. 


It is ironical that 


the prospects today are better for peace with the former 


than the latter. 


In the case of Russia, peace may be attained very 
soon if the leaders of our Government have their way. 
In the case of Korea, we seem to be further apart than 
when the talks to establish treaty relations began five 


years ago. 


The inability of Japan and Korea to become friends 
is deplorable, not only because of the long centuries of 
exchange and common cultural background of the two 
countries, but also because the two countries feel the 
same way about communism and the need for keeping 


freedom alive in Asia. 


In spite of what some of the Japanese may say and 
do, the great majority of them learned the lesson during 
the Korean® War that Korea in the hands of an unfriendly 
and powerful eggressor would be a dagger pointed at 


Japan’s throat. 


But the ties that should bind Japan and Korea have 
somehow become tangled hopelessly in a morass of bitter- 
ness and misguided patriotism. 

[It is amazing the number of tiny issues that have 
risen to complicate what appeared at first to be a very 
simple negotiation—the Rhee Line, Takeshima Island, the 
claim to property in Korea which Japan advanced as a 
bargaining weapon, the seizure of Japanese fishing boats 
and their crews, the deportation of Koreans from Japan 
and the Kubota statement among others. 

Attempts to use the dispute for propaganda purposes 
onty served to fan the bitterness aroused by these issues. 
Yet, there is every reason why the two countries should be 
friends and none why they should not. 

The two countries working together in a spirit of 
friendliness can further the cause of the Free World in 
Asia. Working at odds as they are, they can wreck it. 

If Japan is trying so hard to resume relations with 
Russia, there is no reason why Japan and Korea should 
not put the same amount of effort into attempts to establish 
friendly relations with each other. Let’s forget the name 
calling and make a new, real effort—both Japan and 
Korca—to become friends once and for all. 


Repairing 


There are 550,000 miles of roads in Japan. 


the Roads 


That might 


seem enough, but the problem is not defined until we ass 


what sort of roads they are. 


Many are little more than paths, developed centuries 
ago by foot travelers and unworked on since except by the 


modern crush of automobile tires. 


Most, however, have 


at some time or another been given the pickax and steam- 


roller treatment. 


A few—5.8 per cent, to be exact—have 


even been surfaced with concrete or asphalt, though that 
is 2a dubious criterion for classifying them as superior. 

The tremendous and urgent job of making this coun- 
try’s highway system adequate for current and future 
needs includes the building of some new thoroughfares, 
but unless, proper repairs and improvement of existing 
roads are attended to we will be slipping back two steps 
for every one step of progress that can be measured. 
That, in fact, is precisely what we are doing now. 

{t is encouraging to note that the Construction Min- 


istry is apparently aware of this. 


In the first part of a 


projected 10-year comprehensive highway program, recently 
anncunced by the Ministry, only the so-called class-A na- 
tional highways are considered. The plan is to take the 
responsibility of maintaining these roads away from the 
prefectures and to raise funds for improving them by 
increasing the gasoline excise tax. 

From every aspect, this seems right and proper. The 
prefectural governments are obviously not financially cap- 
able of keeping up the heavily traveled arteries, It is a prob- 
lem of national scope. And to call upon the motorists to 
pay for the necessary work—through the gasoline tax— 


seems certainly not unfair. 


Before these suggestions reach the lawmakers the Min- 
istry should also have a blueprint drawn for improving 
other highways, including those still left to the prefectures 


and city,.town and village administrations. 


We hope it 


will bé as sensible as the one already announced and that 
there will be a minimum of delay in implementing the 


entire program. 


Yet the problem will not end there. If we are to see 
any progress in the improvement of the nation’s highways, 
the taxpayers’ money must be spent for a much higher 
standard of road engineering and materials than is present- 


ly common, 


It does no good, for instance, to patch up 


broken pavement when new pitholes can be expected in a 


month’s time. 


Another thing is the long delay with which repair 
projects are usually carried out, causing endless traffic 
jams and further damage to the heavily used detour roads. 
This problem may become acute if the repair work is to 
be done on the big scale that is required. But it need 
not, if the projects are properly planned. 


& Press Comments — 


Wednesday, Sept. 26 


Asahi Shimbun took up the 
Government’s recent dispatch of 
a Ministry official to the United 
States to appeal for release of 
U.S.convicted war criminals. 
So far, the paper said, Nation- 
alist China, the Philippines, 
France and the Netherlands 
have released all Japanese war 
criminals convicted by their 
courts. Britain released all ex- 
cept two and Australia is expect- 
ed to release soon most of the 
war criminals convicted by that 
country. On the other hand, 
there are still a total of 102 U.S.- 
convicted war criminals in Su- 
gamo Prison, it pointed out. 


Mainichi Shimbun deplored 
the strife within the ruling 
Libéral-Democratic Party over 
the problem of Japan-Soviet 
Union relations. In the paper's 
view, party groups are utilizing 
tais issue as a tool to attain 
dominance over the party. 
Should the Liberal-Democratic 
Party be unable to unify views 
on this issue negotiations be- 
tween Japan and the Soviet 
Union should be halted. The 
paper also doubted if Prime Min- 
ister Hatoyama will be able to 


succeed in the talks when there 
is strong opposition to his going 
over to Moscow. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
expressed satisfaction that the 
Japanese delegate at the second 
London conference on the Suez 
Canal dispute reserved Japan’s 
attitude toward the Canal 
Users’ plan. At the conference, 
Iran and Ethiopia also reserved 
their attitude and Sweden and 
Norway said the issue should 
go to the United Nations Secu- 
rity Council. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) took 
up the recent Miyagi Prefec- 
ture’s gubernatorial’ election 
which resulted in a smashing 
victory for a Socialist candidate. 
In its view, it is an epoch-mak- 
ing event not only in Miyagi 
Prefecture but also in the To- 
hoku district as a whole that 
a Socialist prefectural governor 
has won in an area dominantly 
conservative. The paper stress- 
ed that the Socialist Party's vic- 
tory in the election is a mani- 
festation of the provincial pub- 
lic’s criticism of the conserva- 
tives. It hoped that the elec- 
tion of a Socialist to the gov- 
ernorship will pave the way for 
renovations in provincial goy- 
ernment.

Are We Missing the Bus? 


Dulles is facing an even more 
difficult task at the second Lon- 
don conference than he did at 
the first. For the Western posi- 
tion, that of the Big Three, has 
deteriorated, and it will require 
some hard work to restore it. 

Great Britain and France, 
though they have not said so ex- 
actly, have encouraged the no- 
tion that in order to get interna- 
tional operation of the canal 
they might reoccupy the canal 
zone, Then, under pressure 
from the United States and from 
world opinion, they have almost 
but not quite said that they 
would not use force to im- 
pose their solution on Nasser. 
In the game of power politics, 
which is what is being played at 
Suez, it is a mistake to threaten 
if you are not quite certain that 
you can carry out the threat, 
and it is equally a mistake to 
give your opponent a public as- 
surance that you will not use 
force. A good diplomat does not 
talk much about force; he lets 
the other fellow wonder and 
worry about it.

Having renounced military 
force through Dulles’ statement 
that we would not shoot our 
way through the canal, the Brit- 
ish and French, with the United 
States dragging its feet behind 
it, began to talk as if they could 
bring Nasser to his knees by 
organizing a boycott of the 
canal. Dulles then watered 
down that press. In this chap- 
ter of the story the world was 
treated to the embarrassing 
spectacle of Sir Anthony Eden 
and Secretary Dulles talking dif- 
ferently about a proposal that 
they were alleged to have agreed

The Western position has been 
weakened by these threats and 
backdowns.

The event has shown, so it

The Western terms of settle- 
ment, which Menzies took to 
Cairo, were a reasonable pro- 
posal with which to begin a ne- 
gotiation, But were they so good 
as to warrant standing on them 
to end negotiation?

Suppose Nasser had accepted 
the principle of an international 
board to operate the canal. It 


would have been a board which 
had among its directors not only 
Egyptians but also, let us say, a 
Swiss, a2 Swede, an Indian, per- 
haps a Russian, an American, 
a Briton and a Frenchman. 
Whatever the membership of 
the board, it would be operating 
inside of Egypt, within the mili- 
tary and the police power of 
Egypt, dependent on Egyptian 
public utilities and Egyptian ad- 
ministrative services. What rea- 
son is there to think that such 
a board could in some specifi- 
cally dependable way guarantee 
the rights of the users if the 
Egyptian Government were de- 
termined to violate those rights? 
o ° * 

The old Suez Company, which 
Britain and France found so 
satisfactory, Was unable to en- 
force the treaty of 1888 against 
the Egyptian Government in the 
case of the Israeli ships. This 
leads me to the belief that since 
the canal is in Egypt and with- 
in the military power of Egypt, 
free and equal use of the canal 
is not guaranteed by a private 
operating company nor would it 
be reliably guaranteed by a pub- 
lic international operating com- 


any. 
The rights of the users will be 
only as good as their power and 
influence, which includes their 
ability to obtain the support of 
other nations. For that reason 
we are, I believed, missing the 
bus in not getting the Soviet 
Union and India explicitly and 
firmly aligned behind a new 
treaty which defines the rights 
of the users.

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EGYPTIAN-ISRAELI BOR- 
DER—In the files of the Amer- 
ican Embassy in Cairo is a 
speech delivered by Col. Gamal 
Abdel Nasser which the Amer- 
ican public has never read or 
heard about. 

It has been cabled to the 
State Department in Washing- 
ton, but has never been releas- 
ed, nor will it be. For it shows 
the megalomaniacal character 
of the dictator John Foster 
Dulles picked when he bet 
American foreign policy in the 
Near East on Col. Nasser. 

Here is the way Col. Nas- 
ser boasted to the Egyptian peo- 
ple about the way he browDeat 
American diplomats: 

“Immediately after the arms 
deal was announced, Washing- 
ton sent a delegate, George 
Allen, to Egypt,” declared Nas- 
ser, referring to the man who 
was then assistant secretary for 
the Near East. “Cables from 
Washington said Allen carried 
an ultimatum to Egypt. 

“Then an American official 
(reported to be U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Henry Byroade) asked to 
meet me and I agreed. He told 
me he was very sorry. He said 
Allen carried a strongly word- 
ed message from the American 
Government which might hurt 
Egypt's pride and nationalism. 

“He said: ‘In this connection, 
I assure you, you can ignore 
all its possible effects and I ad- 
vise you to accept.’ 

“I asked him: ‘A message in- 
sulting Egypt’s nationalism and 
pride? What do you mean by 
hurting Egypt’s pride and na- 
tionalism?’ 


Letter Never Delivered 


“He said: ‘It is a message 
from Mr. Dulles. A very strong 
message. We ourselves are 
amazed by’ the way this mes- 
sage is being sent. We ask you 
to maintain your nerves. You 
are always calm. Do accept his 
message with cool nerves.’ 

“I said: ‘How can I accept a 
message which hurts Egypt's 
pride’ 

“He answered: ‘This will have 
no practical consequences, I 
guarantee you this. Egypt's 
pride will only be hurt by the 
letter but not in practice.’ 

“I said: ‘Listen to me. I’m 
not a professional Prime Min- 
ister. J never in my life ex- 
pected to become Prime Min- 
ister. It just happened. If your 
representative comes into my 
office and says one word, I will 
That is official.’

He said he had in- 
formed Mr. Allen of our talk 
and that Mr. Allen was per- 
plexed. He said: ‘Allen says 
that if he comes to inform you

ing the message, Mr. Dulles will 
dismiss him. 

“Mr. Allen came, but did not 
open his mouth. He sat and lis- 
tened to the Egyptian viewpoint 
and briefed me on the Ameri- 
can viewpoint.” 


Byroade to South Africa 

The above tirade means one 
or both of two things: 

1) Col. Nasser has got 
into the habit of behaving like 
Hitler in receiving foreign dip- 
lomats. 

2) Some American — dipio- 
mats, unless Nasser strayed 
far from the truth, have been 
afraid to carry out instructions 
from Washington. 

Ambassador Byroade has now 
been transferred from Egypt to 
South Africa, the Siberia of the 
American diplomatic _ service. 
George Allen has been transfer- 
red from assistant secretary to 
be Ambassador to Greece.

them, John Foster Dulles, is the 
man who sat down with Nasser 
in 1953, listened to his sweet- 
talk, and decided to base Ameri- 
can foreign policy in the Near 
East on the dictator of Egypt 
and on rebuilding his country. 

As a result of that policy a 
tight American embargo was 
slapped on arms to Israel, while 
American Sherman tanks were 
sent to Egypt, plus other arms 
to Saudi Arabia and Syria. 

Since that policy, the Nasser 
whom we backed has recogniz- 
ed ed China, bartered for 
$240,000,000 worth of Russian 
MIG’s, tanks and rockets, sent 
Egyptian military advisers to 
stir up revolt against our allies 
in North Africa, helped oust 
British Gen. Glubb Pasha from 
Jordan, made speech after 
speech berating the United 
States, tried to blackmail the 
United States into building the 
Aswan Dam, and when that help 
was. finally refused, seized the 
Suez Canal. 

It was possible to seize the 
canal with no difficulty because 
John Foster Dulles had heckled 
and badgered the British until 
all troops were withdrawn with- 
out any guarantee given the 
British by Nasser. 

Why Dulles Erred 

The reasons why Dulles and 
advisers made such an error 
regarding the untried 38-year- 
old Egyptian dictator are: 

1). On the surface Nasser 
had a good case. The Egyptian 
masses definitely needed help. 
Thirty Egyptians own most of 
the wealth of the country—a 
situation made for Communist 
propaganda and revolt. But 
Nasser never carried out his 
promises, spent his money on 
arms, not for his people. 

2). A pro-Arab clique inside 
the State Department has urg- 
ed more support for Egypt and 
the Arab states. They fear 
Saudi Arabian oil may suffer 
as a result of American private 
support for Israel, This group 
is led by Undersecretary Her- 
bert Hoover, Jr., but has potent 
backing from Loy Henderson 
and other pro-Arab diplomats. 

3). Col. Nasser had _ the 
secret support of a new, little- 
known arm of U.S. foreign policy 
—the Central Intelligence 
Agency. John Foster heads 
the official Bureau of Amer 
can Foreign Policy. His broth- 
er Allen heads the shadowy, 
sometimes more potent branch 
of foreign policy, the CIA. 

To those who know both 
Dulles brothers, Allen is the

Trade Union Education 


“The only way to protect the 
workers is the constant de- 
velopment and preservation of 
the trade union movement 
-+- Carried out by the 
genuine workers.” So wrote a 
Japanese student while  at- 
tending the eighth course of 
the ICFTU’s Asian Trade Union 
School in Calcutta, India. 


This college which opened in 
November 1952 has become the 


center of democratic trade 
union education for Asia. 
Since’ its inception as a free 


trade union school, the college 
has graduated over 200 trade 
unionists from India, Pakistan, 
Ceylon, Thailand, Hongkong, 
the Philippines, Malaya and 
Japan. Twenty-four have at- 
tended the three-month course 
from Japan. 


In conceiving the idea of a 
trade union college for Asia, the 
ICFTU was not only interested 
in an institution that would 
train the rank and file but they 
wanted the college to serve as 
a practical experiment in inter- 
national cooperation and ap- 
plied democracy. Several times 
curing the first two years of 
the college’s existence I had 
the opportunity to see this ex- 
periment in action. 


Of the first 134 students 110 
were Officials in their unions 
while the others were regular 
members; 79 were in their 
twenties, 49 in their thirties 
and only six in their forties. 


Wide Representation 

Almost every ipdustrial group 
has been represented at the col- 
lege—from railways and coal 
mines to tea plantations and 
motion pictures. V. S. Mathur, 
ICFTU Director of Education 
for Asia fs the Director of the 
college which has a staff of 
over 20 plus several part-time 
lecturers from Calcutta Univer- 
sity. Professor Amlian Dutta, 
a brilliant young economist 
from Calcutta University and 
the author of several works on 
the Soviet economic system, 
was one of the first lecturers. 

Trade union education has 
become a major field of 
endeavor for unions in Europe 
and North America. In the 
U.S. such schools as the Har- 
vard Business School, Cornell 
and Wisconsin universities 
offer extensive courses. for 
trade union leaders. The Brit 
ish Trade Union Congress 
provides scholarships to such 
institutions as Ruskin College, 
at Oxford, or the London 
School of Economics. 

Certain larger wunjons con- 
duct their own schools, one of 
the most well-known being 
that of the lady garment 
workers in the U.S. These pro- 
grams are all designed to help 
the active trade unionist and 
full time official cope with the 
increasing demands modern 
society and industry makes on 
the responsible labor move- 
ment. 

Meaning of Union 

In Asia, as we have noted be- 
fore, one of the most pressing 
problems facing the growing 
trade union movement is the 
lack of a complete understand- 
ing of just what a trade union 
is and what it can and should 
do. The ICFTU, through its 
education program,  is_ at- 
tempting to provide this under- 
standing. 

A run down of the subjects 
covered during the three 
months course in Calcutta 
shows the practical nature of 
this education: 


(1) What is a Trade Union? 

(2) Organizations and Ad- 
ministration of Trade Unions. 

(3) Collective Bargaining 
and Shop Activities. 

(4) History of the Trade 
Union Movement in Asia, 


Europe, and America. 

(5) Labor Legislation. 

(6) General and Applied 
Economics as well as Economic 
and Social Problems of Asian 
Countries. 

(7) Political Topics. 

(8) Educational, Welfare 
and Community Activities. 

(9) Techniques of Intel 
lectual Work (study habits, 
public speaking, research, etc.). 

(10) Statistics (cost of living 
index, wage structure, etc.). 

(11) Industrial Psychology 
(its bearing on the problems of 


trade union organization and 
activities). 

12) Current Affairs (mainly 
in the form of weekly surveys 
of the more important events 
and developments of the week). 

Some observers initially cri- 
ticized the ICFTU College 
for being too theoretical. This 
has been corrected to some exX- 
tent by adding field trips to 
various industrial centers in 
India. The college also runs 2 
Workers Education Center in 
the Kidderpore dock area of 
Calcutta so that students can 
try their hand at’ education 
among illiterate workers. 

Dockers Study 

Here in the worst possible 
surroundings, Hansraj Guiatt 
and his staff work with the 150 
dockers who have enrolled in 
the center to learn to read and 
write. An interesting activity 
is the preparing of a daily wall 
newspaper which is displayed 
on the front of the building. 
The wall newspaper is com- 
posed mainly of pictures of 
current news significance cut 
from daily newspapers and 
pictorial magazines and pasted 
on a large sheet of paper. 

Realizing that the college 
program can reach only 4 
select few of Asian trade 
unionists, the ICFTU also con- 
ducts short term courses 
throughout the area. To date 
a series of two courses have 
been sponsored by the college 
in Singapore, Hongkong, Bang- 
kok, Colombo, Dacca and To- 
kyo. 

In addition local ICFTU offi- 
ces also conduct short term 
courses—Japan, so far, has held 
four of these attended by a to- 
tal of 77 leaders. The fifth 
course to be conducted by the 
ICFTU Japan office will be held 
in Osaka in late October, and - 
will, in addition to the sub- 
jects mentioned above, include 
a special round table discus- 
sion on “The Japan Pro- 
ductivity Movement—Pro and 
Con”, with participants coming 
from Sohyo and Zenro. 

Education in Japan 

Unlike the movement in 
other Asian countries, the 
trade unions of Japan are 
numerically and _ financially 
strong (i.e. the average month- 
ly income of the movement 
is close to five million dol- 
lars!). On the other hand 
the Japanese movement is 
really only a decade old and 
the actions of certain of its 
leaders point up the fact, How 
many really understand the 
meaning of such terms as col- 
lective bargaining or shop ac- 
tivities; or have any first hand 
knowledge of the role of the 
organizer? ~ 

One of the most important 
tools for any trade union leader 
is a thorough understanding of 
comparative economic and 
political systems. How many 
know the difference between 
communism, democratic sociai- 
ism or enlightened capitalism, 
or what the Communist means 
when he uses such terms as 
“people’s democracy”, “peace”, 
“relaxing tensions”, etc.? 

We are therefore glad to 
learn that the new Sohyo presi- 
dent Yukitaka Haraguchi plans 
to place considerable emphasis 
on trade union education. For 
sometime interested foreign 
trade union leaders have been 
suggesting that the ICFTU open 
a Japanese Trade Union College 
in Tokyo. The Japanese move- 
ment needs such a school and 
can afford it.
